Editor Constitution: It looks like 
the railroads put one over council a 
few days ago.

that permission was given the rail- 
roads to block the streets with their 
russenger trains J? minutes instead of 
three, as at present, acting on the in- 
formation, so it was stated, that na- 
tional law required that air brakes be 
inspected before trains were moved 
and that it took at least 10 minutes 
to inspect air brakes. 

While it may be true that national 
lew requires air brakes to be in- 
spected, it does not require that the 
reilroads inspect them while blocking 
the crossing and, we certainly are a 
lot of chumps if we spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for a viaduct 
and then let the railroads block our 
thoroughfares in order to prevent in- 
conveniencing themselves by making 
a few extra couplings. 

As a matter cf fact, the crossings 
at the union depot, both at Pryor 
street and Central avenue, &re now 
blocked anywhere from 5 to 10 min- 
utes at a time, and if permission 1s 
viyen the railroads to ‘extend the 
present three minutes to 10 minutes, 
it will be almost impossible to use 
these streets for they will be blocked 
nearly all the time. 

Three minutes is sufficient time to 
answer all necessary purposes of the 
rvilroad, and, if Atlanta can spend | 
three-quarters of a million dollars for 
a viaduct to get an additional thor- 
oughfare across the railroad tracks, 
the railroad certuinly can be incon- 
venienced to the extent of keeping the 
present streets open—even though it 
may rquire a little extra work. * 

As a matter of fact, it is costing

CREATING HAVOC 


Cumberland, Md., May 12.— The 
Cumberland region of the Potomac 
valley was stricken by a flood today, 
the second within six weeks. Heavy 
rainfall over the watersheds for two 
days caused the Potomac river arid 
its tributaries to leave their banks, 
flooding numerous Maryland and 
West Virginia cities and towns, wash- 
ing out bridges and tying up railroad 
and highway traffic. The rivers were 


reported falling this afternoon. ‘lwo 
fatalities were reported. At Winnom, 
W. Va., Charles Smith, employed by 
the Western Maryland railroad to 
watch for landslides, was killed by a 
train. The body of an unidentified 
man was recovered from the Potomac 
at Sir John’s Run, W. Va. 

Wills creek, flowing nha the 
Cumberland,business district, left its 
bank late last night and the Mechanic 
street region was under eighteen 
inches of water. Business was par- 
alyzed and industrial plants were 
ferced to suspend operations when the 
flood waters invaded the works. 

The $10,000 temporary bridge, 
erected to replace the structure swept 
away by the flood six weeks ago 
between Western Port, Md., and Pied- 
mont, ’. Va., was washed out. 
Scores of families in Cumberland, 
Western Port, Piedmont, Keyser and 
Hancock were driven from their homes 
by the high waters. The railroads 
were hard hit by landslides and the 
national highway east of here was 
inundated. 


MANY SECTIONS 
IN VIRGINIA FLOODED. 

Richmond, Va., May 12.—Anxiet 
for the swollen conditions of the rivers 
and streams resulting from rains dur- 
ing the past three days prevailed al- 
most everywhere in Virginia today.

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Just Snakes and Fireworks. 
. By the time we had just dispatched 
the mad dog in our cast. encounter, 
the children will remember, it be- 
came necessary to postpone the snakes 
and fireworks. The dog tore around 
so and created such excitement that 
we had to devote the whole session to 
him. Now let’s hurry along the 


snakes and fireworks and get’ em all 
shot off before we close today. 

First, a kind word for the snakes. 
A fatality from snakebite is almost 
an unheard-of thing in America. Even 
rattlesnake bites are rerely fatal and 
indeed they are seldom even dangerous 
to human life. Experts assure us 
there are just four species of poison- 
ous snakes in America—rattlesnakes, 
vipers, copperheads and moccasins. 
These are all pitvipers, that is, there 
are pits or depressions in their heads 
over the lip between the eye and the 
nostril, a feature which distinguishes 
the poisonous snake from the harmless 
kind. Other peculiarities which help 
to distinguish venomous from harm- 
less nakes are the triangular shape of 
the head, due to the wider jaws, the 
greater thickness of body in propor- 
tion to length, the elliptical pupil— 
the harmless snakes have a round pu- 
pil—and the rougher surface of the 
venomous varieties. The harmless 
snakes will bite sometimes if an- 
noyed, but their bite is no more dan- 
gerous than a pin-prick. The ven- 
omous snake bites or rather strikes 
with his fangs, not with his tongue. 
The forked tongue of the common 
blacksnake and other harmless va- 
rieties is not a “stinger” ag some 
people imagine. 

Cut into a snakebite with the point 
of a razor, or a penknife, or a needle, 
just enough to make it bleed, then 
suck the wound to draw out as much 
blood and venom as possible. The 
venom is harmless is’ there is no 
wound or abrasion on your mouth. 
Bind something tightly about the limb 
above the bite to impede the flow of 
blood and spread the venom. Other- 
wise treat the bite as you ‘would any 
simple wound. 

Perhaps the best antidote is a 5 per 
cent solution of potassium permanga- 
nate in water, injected into the skin 
with a hypodermic syringe about and 
under the wound. Of course these 
things must be done promptly to be 
effective. 

Now for the fireworks. Lockjaw. 
you know, is the disease doctors call 
tetanus, spasms or convulsions occur- 
ring from four days to several weeks 
after infection with lockjaw bacilli 
or spores through some wound which 
is more often trifling in itself, par- 
ticularly slight wounds, burns or abra- 
sions from fireworks, powder, toy 
pistols. The lockjow germs naturally 
inhabit the intestinal tract of ani- 
mals and may therefore be present in 
street dirt, about stables, -barns or 
barnyards, in the soil of gardens 
where manure has been spread, and 
particularly in the summer season. It 
is advisable, therefore, to give ex- 
traordinary care to wounds possibly 
contaminated by street dirt in the 
summer time, and especially rmune- 
tures or wounds in which foreign 
matter such as powder, wadding, bits 
of cloth, glass or metal may be em- 
bedded—it is best to have a surgeon 
attend such wounds in the first place. 
A doctor can administer a prophy 
lactic dose of antitenanic serum at 
the time of the first-aid dressing, 
which will prevent the dreadful pos- 
sibility*in any case. Cauterization of 
the wound, if it reaches every nook. 
would destroy any lockjaw germs, of 
course.

BY MANY BLOCS, 
BARRETT CLAIMS 


Macon, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)— 
In his charge to the United States 
grand jury for the southern district 
of Georgia here today, Judge William 
H. Barrett called attention to what 
he termed a “dreadful menace” in 
congress. His remarks were direct- 
ed against the numerous “blocs” ex- 
isting in congress. He predicted that 
sound and fundamental principles of 
government will break down when 
every class or bloc gets more than it 
is entitled to. 

“Not secretly, but openly andl 
avowedly, with increasing strength, 
‘we hear of the farm block, of the rail- 
road bloc, and the last I have heard 
of is the woman bloc,” said Julge 
Barrett.

Judge Barrett pointed out how ut- 
terly justice would fail if the grand 
jurers themselves adopted that prin- 
ciple and divided into groups, and 
when a man caine before them treat- 
ing him according to whether he be- 
longed to a particular group.

MEANS INDICTED AGAIN 


New York, May 12.—A superseding 
indictment was returned by federal 
grand jury today against Gaston B. 
Means, former special agent of the de- 
partment of justice, Elmer W. Jar- 
necke, his secretary, and Thomas B. 
Felder, his attorney, charging at- 
tempts to bribe former Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Howard and others to 
halt prosecution in the $175,000 stock 
fraud case against the- Glass Casket 
company and the Crager System.
